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In  times  of  war  we  are  confronted  with  dual  respon- 
sibilities— contributing  our  all  to  the  cause  of  victory  on 
the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  preparing  for  the  peace 
and  normal  life  of  the  post  war  era.

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Teacher-Training  Program 


The  Florida  Normal  Summer  Sessions  are  designed 
primarily  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  teachers  already  in 
service.  Students  who  on  account  of  the  war  wish  to 
accelerate  their  education,  and  qualify  for  a  certificate 
can  do  so  by  attending  a  summer  session. 

Renewal  and  Extension  of  Certificates: 

Certificates  may  be  renewed  or  extended  as  outlined  m 
the  Certificate  Bulletin  of  the  Department  of  Education 
as  follows: 

A.  Extension: 

Certificates  may  be  extended  for  one  year  on  either  of 
two  bases: 

1.  By  taking  six  semester  hours  in  residence  at  a 
standard  institution. 

2.  By  taking  State  Reading  Circle  Work  from  the 
General  Extension  Division  of  the  University  of 
Florida.  Gainesville.  Florida,  this  work  to  be  done 
between  September  and  June  of  any  given  year.  For 
further  information  write  to  the  General  Extension 
Division. 

The  renewal  of  a  certificate  has  the  effect  of 
extending  its  period  of  validity  for  a  number  of 
years  equal  to  that  for  which  the  certificate  was 
valid  when  originally  issued.  The  renewal  period 
is  added  to  any  extension  which  may  already  be 
on  the  certificate;  e.  g,,  A  certificate  issued  on  July 
1,  1940,  valid  for  a  period  of  three  years,  with  two 
extensions  and  one  renewal  would  be  valid  until 
July  1,  1948. 

In  order  to  have  a  certificate  renewed  two  condi- 
tions must  be  met: 


1.    Training: 

The  certificate  must  have  been  extended  twice  and 
one  of  these  extensions  must  have  been  made  on 
the  basis  of  work  completed  within  a  period  of  not 
more  than  two  years  prior  to  the  expiration  date  of 
the  certificate. 


2.    Experience: 

The  applicant  whose  certificate  is  to  be  renewed 
must  have  served  in  an  administrative  or  instruc- 
tional capacity  for  at  least  two  of  the  last  five 
years  immediately  preceding  the  time  when  appli- 
cation for  renewal  is  made. 

WAR  PROVISIONAL   CERTIFICATES 

Regulations  regarding  recency-of-credit  shall  be  waived 
for   all    applicants    for    the    War   Provisional    Certificate. 
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Persons  who  have  held  Florida  certificates  which  expired 
more  than  ten  years  ago,  and  which  were  based  on  two 
or  four  years  college  training,  shall  be  entitled  to  War 
Provisional  Certificates,  covering  fields  in  which  they 
meet  professional  requirements  of  the  State  Department, 

War  Provisional  Certificates  shall  be  vahd  for  the 
duration  of  the  war  only,  provided,  however,  that  should 
hostilities  cease  within  the  limits  of  the  school  year,  such 
certificates  may  remain  valid  until  the  close  of  that 
session  of  school. 

The  director  of  the  summer  session  will  gladly  assist 
former  teachers  or  normal  school  graduates  in  applying 
for  such  certificates. 
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Training  for  War  Industries 

War  Production  Training  Division 

Special  courses  in  trades,  lasting  for  ten  weeks,  can  be 
completed  by  full  time  students  in  the  War  Production 
Training  Division, 

Teachers  taking  a  limited  academic  schedule  may  com- 
plete a  ten  weeks  special  course  at  the  same  time,  thus 
fitting  themselves  for  service  in  War  Industries.  Place- 
ment in  war  plants  is  virtually  assured  graduates  of  the 
War  Production  Training  Program.  Courses  are  offered 
in  Shipbuilding,  Foundry  and  Blacksmithing,  Sheet  Metal 
Work,  Welding  and  Electricity.  Women  find  ready  em- 
ployment in  the  latter  three  fields.  No  additional  charges 
are  made  if  you  take  a  trade.  Students  enrolled  in  trades 
only  pay  $20.00  per  month  for  room  and  board. 

Note:  These  war  production  training  courses  are  open 
to  anyone  between  the  ages  of  16  and  65.  No  previous 
school  or  trades  training  is  required  for  beginning  the 
courses  and  students  may  enter  training  at  any  time 
during  the  session. 

Free  transportation  is  provided  daily  to  and  from 
Jacksonville  for  teachers  and  other  residents  of  that 
section  desiring  to  take  these  courses.

Practicum 

Pre-School    Education 

Believing  that  teachers  in  service  and  prospective 
teachers  should  be  encouraged  to  understand  measures 
which  aie  taken  to  bring  school  and  community  into 
fruitful  forms  of  co-operation  and  mutual  service,  an 
opportunity  will  be  provided  for  students  to  enrich  their 
experiences  with  a  well  organized  course  in  Pre-School 
Education.  This  course  is  planned  to  help  the  student 
to  understand  the  purpose  and  program  of  the  Nursery 
School  and  to  know  what  it  does  for  children  and  parents, 
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and.  at  the  same  time,  give  the  students  some  standards 
for  the  evaluation   of   Pre-School   programs. 

If  you  desire  a  practical  professional  course  you  will 
elect  Pre-School  Education  which  is  concerned  with  the 
child's  growth  and  development  before  he  enters  school.

"Persons  who  meet  the  requirements  prescribed  for 
the  War  Provisional  Certificates  for  Graduates  and  who 
have  completed  a  two  week's  training  course  in  pre- 
school education  or  have  completed  a  three  semester  hour 
course  in  the  care  and  protection  of  pre-school  children 
shall  have  entered  upon  the  faces  of  their  War-Provisional 
Certificates  'Pre-School  Education.'  "

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Commercial  Education 

Short   Courses: 

The  school  is  offering  for  the  first  time  this  summer 
a  ten-week  short  course  in  Commercial  Education,  de- 
signed to  train  typist  and  stenographers  for  war  work. 

The  Business  Department  is  housed  in  new  quarters 
just  South  of  the  Library.  Over  twenty-five  typewriters 
are  available  for  constant  practice  and  use  of  students  in 
this  divisioh.

Victory  Gardening 

In  keeping  with  the  present  emergency,  and  in  order 
to  increase  group-efficiency  and  productivity,  this  insti- 
tution is  joining  the  nation  in  the  Victory  Garden  move- 
ment. As  a  special  feature  of  the  agricultural  division, 
definite  plots  will  be  cultivated  under  supervis.on.  Thus, 
again.  Florida  Normal  attempts  to  assume  its  just  share 
in  the  defense  of  our  nation,  and  in  the  Triple  V  program. 

Instruction  will  also  be  offered  in  Food  Preservation 
and  Nutrition.  Current  methods  in  canning,  and  the  use 
of  rationed  foods  will  be  demonstrated.  Problems  of 
food-prices  and  food-substitutes  will  be  considered  m 
meal-planning  courses. 


Music  Workshops  for  Teachers  of 
Music  in  Negro  Schools 

(July  5  —  July  16) 

There  originated  by  the  teachers  of  music  present  at 
Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute  during  the  1942 
Music  Festival,  workshop  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of 
Negro  music  teachers.  This  program  continues  this  sum- 
mer as  an  annual  factor  in  the  regular  work  of  the 
college.  Any  person  responsible  for,  or  teaching  music 
in  secondary  or  elementary  schools  is  invited  to  enroll 
in  this  workshop.  Room  and  board  will  be  furnished  free 
during  the  two  weeks  period  of  the  institute  to  all  music 
teachers  in  attendance,  who  are  connected  with  schools 
in  the  State  of  Florida.  (Music  teachers  enrolled  in  the 
regular  summer  session  will  be  permitted  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  program.)  A  registration  fee  of  $5.00 
will  be  charged  each  person  enrolling,  which  is  the  only 
expenditure  necessary.     The  workshop  will  take  up  prob- 
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lems  of  music  methods;  scheduling;  chorus,  quartette, 
trio,  solo,  and  instrument  directing.  Clinics  using  Ex- 
celsior High  School,  West  St.  Augustine  Elementary 
School,  and  Florida  Normal  Rural  School  children  will 
be  arranged  for  demonstration  puiposes.  Several  musi- 
cians of  national  note  will  direct  the  work.  Frederick 
Hall,  Director  of  Musical  Education  Experimental  Project. 
Alabama  State  Teachers  College;  Otta  Mae  Jones  of 
Florida  Normal;  Irma  Allen,  Nationally  known  Soprano, 
will  serve  as  special  consultants.

The  School 

The  Location: 

Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute — situated  in 
the  deep  South,  in  the  historic  city  of  Old  Saint  Augus- 
tine, was  organized  to  give  Christian  Education  to  the 
under-privileged  men  and  women  of  the  darker  group. 

The  quiet  peaceful  atmosphere  of  the  entire  campus 
offers  a  strong  inducement  toward  the  formation  of  good 
study  habits.  Only  three  miles  from  the  cooling  breezes 
of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  surrounded  by  a  wealth  of  natural 
beauty,  the  college  rests  in  the  shade  of  moss-covered 
oaks  and  tall  stately  pines  that  stand  like  silent  giant 
protectors  over  those  who  come  to  study. 

Situated  as  it  is,  at  the  birthplace  of  American  His- 
tory, St.  Augustine,  the  college  offers  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  first  hand  information  in  that  field.  St. 
Augustine  itself  is  resplendent  with  places  of  historical 
and  cultural  interest.  The  Fountain  of  Youth,  the  Oldest 
School  House,  the  Villa  Zoraydo,  Fort  Marion  and  the 
Alligator  and  Ostrich  Farms,  the  Marine  Studios,  and 
the  Oldest  House  are  some  of  the  local  points  of  interest 
to  which  periodic  visits  are  made.
